FEVER EN ROUTE TO OHIO. 


. Doursvinue, Ky., August 4.—Three persons 
supposed to have yellow fever passed hrough 
Louisville this morning en route from Jack 
sonville, Fla.. to their homes in Ohio. 

went to Jacksonville last spring 
‘for their health and when yellow fever 
became epidemic, by energetic measures 
and robust misrepresentations made to 
quarantine officials made their escape. They 
were accompanied by an official of the Louis- 
ville & Nashville Railroed who was also in 
the infected district and making his escape. 
He has not yet shown any symptoms of fever, 
although he was. for a time with 


Lon Tuttle, passenger agent of 
the Louisville and Nashville for 
Florida, who died at Jacksonville Friday. 
The official’s wife and others supposed to have 
been less dangerously exposed were also in 
the party. When they left Jacksonville Satur- 
day, none of them was fl) and the only fear 
was that they would not be able to get through 
the lines. ore they reached Waycross, 
Ga. however, one case of fever had develo 0 
and the vietim was put off at a farm three 
e ee quaraniine stations, Dut 
sto at sever , 
every where denied that they had been ex- 
posed to the fever. 

They report that such measures as are pos- 
sible are being takep to relieve the situation 
at Jacksonville, but the Board of Health is 

ally demoralized and lacks money 
and material to fight the epidemic. The 
sanitary condition of Jacksonville and Flo- 
rida is not so bad as supposed, but with the 
epidemic fairly started and the heat ranging 
from 96 to 100, nothing can check the fever’s 
ravages before frost. . 


The Fever in Florida. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., August 14.—The latest 
news from Tampa is to the effect that there 
are four suspicious of sickness there 
and three cases of ow fever, being in the 
house in which Waterman died a month ago. 
Manatee has two cases and Plant City one. 
St. Augustine is still wildly alarmed for some 


reason or other, and 2,000 persons Lave left 
there in the last day ortwo. The feeling here 
last night was better and quieter as the 
disease seems so mild.

E. Myers, better known as Lon Myers, went to 
Australia to test the speed of the sprinters in 
that far-away island. He returned last week 
somewhat poorer in pocket, perhaps, but not 
a whit less famous as a great runner, and 
doubtless all candid observers of eports will 
acknowledge him asthe best sprinter in the 
world. The proof of this lies not alone in the 
records he has made since his departure, but 
in the very fact that he did not succeed in 
making big money in Australia. Nobody 
there would run against him oneven terms, 
and the handicapping was so severe that 
Myers was a sure loser in many ofthe races 
Still he found bis experience exceed- 
ingly interesting and in some respects profit- 
able: He talked at length with a Sun reporter 
a few evenings ago about his trip, and some of 
the striking things that he said are here given. 

There is no place in the worid,’’ he said, 
where sprinting is carried tosuch ahigh de- 
gree of perfection as in Australia.

At a lunch in the Gilsey House sat Calvin 
Brice, Chairman of the Democratic Executive 
Committee; Col, Wm. L. Brown, editor of the 
New York News, and the undersigned. The 
political campaign formed a running fire of 
diversion. Col, Brown, labored under a 
spasm of despondency, and was not over- 
pleased with the Democratic outlook.

Umpire Ferguson Expresses Himself in Free} ¢.:0 da 


and Forcible Language. 


Bob Ferguson was asked by a New York Hai 
and Exvress reporter how be liked umpiring 
and the national game. Said he: 

How doliikeit? 1 do not like it at all. An 
umpire, notwithstanding newspaper talk re- 
garding his being master of the field, is practi- 
cally a slave to the whimsof players. He does 
not, as is genérally supposed, go upon a field, 
and upon the slightest provocation fine a play- 
er to any amount gimply because that man 
does not act in accordance with his ideas. He 
is not there for that purpose. He is simply 
the representative of the officers of the asso- 
ciation in which he happens to be employed. 


I give all clube, whetber weak or . 
an equal chance. The position of 
umpire is one that no sel- 


man can hold long without wondering what 
ever possessed him to accept it,and wishing to 
be free from it. But every one has to earn a 
livelihood and lam endeavoring to earn mine, 
but Iwill say that am thoroughly d ted 
with the business, and will welcome the day 
when Ican say, ‘Robert, you are free; your 


slavery days are over, you can now enjoy the 
fruits of your labor.’ Don’t misquote me, 
now, and say that Lam disgus with the 


national rr for it would be utterly untrue. 
Tam fond of ball, as my many years on 
the diamond will attest; but to be a player, 
which position I loved, is one thing; to be an 
umpire is another. 

It has been asserted more than once, Mr. 
Ferguson, that the national game has a de- 
moralizing tendency. Are you in accord with 
that opinion?’’ 

Jam glad you asked me that question, as 
ft gives me an opportunity to express myself 
fully upon the subject. No, I do not think the 
game of base ball, in itself, — peo any 
featores which would work moral injury to 
any one. On the contrary, my frm conviction 
is that itis a benefit. It is a harmless sport, 
and one which tends to cultivate the muscles, 
thereby insuring robust health and bodily as 
well as mental activity. A comparatively dull 
youth can, if he ssesses the necessary 
playing ability, go upon the bali 
and in a few years’ time be transformed 
into a clear-sighted, keen man. There are so 
many points of the game which, in order to 
become a successful player must be carefull 
watched and instantly taken advantage of, 
that a man learns to be continuously on the 
alert. This works to his advantage in private 
life. So much for the mental and athletic cul- 
tivation connected with the game. Now for 
the moral part. Ido not mean to say that 
base ball is a factor in moral education, but I 
HI venture the statement that the game, as a 
sport, is less demoralizing than perhaps any , 
other. It is a game on which betting has 
been, and is to-day, indulged in, but that 
should not bring discredit upon the game. 
The betters and not the game should receive
